And it is this which encourages and 
_ emboldens the Writer of theſe Sheets 
on their Behalf, with che moſt profound 
Deference and Reſpect, to lay before 
you this ſhort State of the Hardſhips | 
they labour under, thereby hoping to 
move your Royal Highneſs to favour 
them with your . Intereſt and Interceſſi- 
on for their Relief and Redreſs; and 
he flatters himfelf, that they ſhall not 
be excluded from the Benefit of that 
Protection and Patronage, which you 
are gracioully pleaſed ſo -univerſally to 
diffu e to ſuch. Perſons, among all 
Ranks and Conditions, as are proper 
Objects thereof, have. juſt Pretenſions 
thereto, and make ſuitable Applications. 


I. In the firſt Place, ſeveral of theſe 
Gentlemen do humbly - conceive them- 
ſelves in a great Meaſure aggrieved, by 
their being fruſtrated and diſappointed 
of the good Effects of his Majeſty's gra- 
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cious Intentions of providing for the re- 
duc'd Officers, in the new Levies which

and many were beſtow'd upon Perſons

It is true, the Parliament, about this 

Time, humbly addreſs'd the King to al- 
low all the reduc'd Officers full Pay; 
Which accordingly his Majeſty was gra- 
ciouſly pleas'd to grant. And this may 
perhaps ſeem to be a compleat Repara- 
tion of the Loſs and Diſappointment 
ſiuſtain'd by ſuch Gentlemen, as were 
jiuſtly entitled to the immediate Benefit 

of the aboveſaid Order. —

but be very diffatis'atecry to Men of 
Honour, and Lovers of their Country,

And, therefore, whatever may be the 
Fate of other Reduc'd Officers, it is hum- 
bly ſuppos'd, that fuch Seniors, as above-

How- 
ever, this Defect in the Manner of pay- 
ing them is attended with ſeveral un- 
happy Conſequences, which I ſhall on- 
iy here name in the general to your 
Noyal Highneſs, they being but even 
now paid to the 24th of Ful laſt, 
the greateſt: Part of them are forc'd to 
_ raiſe Mony per Advance, at exorbitant 
Intereſt, for the neceſſary Support of 
themſelves and Families.

Wants and Neceſſities by thoſe Perſons 
they deal with, who geenerally impoſe 
upon them with their griping Uſury,

To, which may be added the great Trou - 
ble and Expence of attending ſuch Per. 
ſons from Day to Day, oft times for 
whole Weeks together, in hopes to 
borrow from them a trifling Sum; ſo 


that many of the ſaid Officers have not 


half their Pay clear, after the Intereſt 


(or rather Uſury) and incident Expen- 


cebs are deduc'd. 


The Author of the Account of the 


Court of Hanover, written in the Year 
1701, in his Deſcription of his Maje- 

ſty's OEconomy in his Dominions in 
Germany, tells us, That the Expences of 
the Court, as to Eating and Drinking, 
Fire, Candles, Sc. are duly paid every 
Saturday Night, and the Pay of the Of- 
| ficers of the Army once a Month. It 


is very much to be wiſh'd, that the 
Affairs of this Nation were in ſuch a 


happy Poſture, as that his Majeſty might 


be enabled to follow the ſame prudent 


Methods here, which would fo much 
advance the Publick Credit, and pro- 


mote the general Good of the Subject: 


For thus would be prevented the Miſ- 
application of the Publick Mony; by 
which abominable Practice too many in 


the Pay-Office have enrich'd themſelves; 
and the Reduc'd Officers would alſo be

deliver'd from inexpreſſible Inconveni- 


niences and Exactions. But as to the
